OF THE UNITED STATES, BORN FEB. 12, 1809, DIED 
APRIL 15, 1865. On the 18th and 19th of April he lay 
in the East Room of the White House. Twenty-five 
thousand people came to see him there on the first 
day. While they walked past, silent or crying, the 
church bells set up a sad incessant tolling, as the 
bells were tolling in every one of the 36 states, even 
those of the lately defeated Confederacy. The na- 
tion was working itself into an almighty paroxysm 
of grief never equaled before or since. 

On the 21st, Lincoln was put aboard a funeral 
train of seven coaches. With him went the body of 
his son Willie, who had died two years before and 
been buried in a Washington cemetery. Slowly the 


million people. In the big cities the casket would 
be unloaded and paraded through the streets; in 
the countryside, farmers standing beside their bon- 
fires in the dark and rain would catch only a glimpse 
of the train as it passed.

WHERE I$ THE GREATNESS? 


Ponder these words: 

“Tt is for the President [of the U.S.] to reas- 
ert his historic role as both the initiator of pol- 
iey and the awakener of public opinion. Itis true 
that only a strong, wise and shrewd President 
can marshal to the support of wise policies the 
strength and wisdom latent in that slumbering 
giant—American public opinion. Yet while it 
is true that great men have rarely been elected 
President of the United States, it is upon that 
greatness, which is the greatness of its people 
personified, that the United States, from Wash- 
ington to Franklin D. Roosevelt, has had to rely 
in the conduct of its foreign affairs. It is upon 
that greatness that Western Ci 
rely for its survival.” 
hese words are “nonpolitical.” They occur 
in an article on the conduct of U.S. foreign 
policy written by Hans Morgenthau, profes- 
sor of political science at the University of Chi- 
cago, for the British quarterly Parliamentary 
Affairs. They deserve the attention of President 
Harry §, Truman.

on TELEVISION?” 
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THE BOOM GOES ON 


LIVING BETTER THAN EVER, THE U.S. MUST NOW LEARN HOW TO LIVE 


‘Two years ago, four years ago, the U.S. was 
hip-deep in a postwar boom—and the news 
today is that it is still smack in the middle 
of the same boom. The darned thing goes on 
and on and on. Mr. Sewell Avery of Mont- 
gomery Ward has been predicting the worst 
for years, but it is the hopeful General Rob- 
ert Wood of Sears, Roebuck who has made 
the money. Even that incredible Mr. Faint 
Heart of the long boom period, the stock mar- 
ket, has at last decided that valor may be the 
better part of discretion. With high boom 
dividends going on and on and on, market 
valuations of stocks have finally returned to 
the originally hopeful ground of 1946, even 
pushing through in certain key “industri- 
als” to the highest averages since 1930. 

Even with its new high, the stock market 
still has a long way to go before it can pose 
as an accurate register of the actual physi- 
cal goods-and-services boom, which has been 
ticularly terrific for the first quarter of 

950. As the President’s economic advisers 
have recently pointed out, the country has 
been on the upsurge in practically every- 
thing. Personal incomes, swelled by the vet- 
erans’ insurance refunds, have been at anew 
peak. People have been buying furniture, re- 
frigerators, television sets at a pace never set 
before. The home building rate this year has 
hit an all-time high; a grand total of a million 
or more homes are scheduled for 1950. The 
steel production rate hums along at 97% of 

ity. In Detroit they are busier than 
early 2 million motor vehicles rolled 
production lines during the year’s 
first quarter, and this despite the crippling 
Chrysler strike. The boom has developed 
such a solid impact on all fronts that both 
the Federal Reserve Board and Secretary of 
Commerce Charles Sawyer see it rolling at 
least until 1951. 

The conventional editorial response to all 
this would be to let the story carry itself— 
or at most to observe, truly and tritely, 
all booms end sometime. 
gift horse in the mouth, and you don’t usu- 
ally ask “so what?” of prosperity. N 
theless we can think of at least three points 
that ought to be raised, and we herewith 
raise them. 

Most paradoxical of the points is that the 
boom, big as it has been, just hasn’t been 
big enough. It has been big in production, 
big in consumption and big in earnings in 
relation to market valuations of stock. But 
with population rising, with 4 million cur- 
rently unemployed, with 1.7 million job- 
seeking college and high school graduates 
coming on the labor market this year, and 
with business efficiency increasing (mean- 
ing that fewer workers are needed to do a 
given job), new enterprises just aren't being 
born fast enough to soak up the available 
manpower. An approach to the $300 billion 
economy is a must if the boom is to go on. 
But the $300 billion economy won’t come 
into being unless Washington makes it more 
rewarding for a man to risk his capital. As 
we have said before, one way to stimulate 


the creation of the necessary new enterprises 
would be to end the present short-sighted 
practice of taxing dividends twice. 

Our second point has to do with the rela- 
tion of the internal American boom to the 
opinion of the rest of the world. People of 
other nations have doubted that the U.S. 
has the intellectual and moral power to sus- 
tain its part internationally. They have also 
been looking for a big physical bust in the 
U.S. for a long time now. But the boom, 
which is one of solidly built Oldsmobiles 
and Budd trains and Allis-Chalmers trac- 
tors and Frigidaires and Zenith television 
sets and Westinghouse generators, multi- 
plied endlessly for five solid years, should be 
sufficiently tangible to convince anybody 
from Batavia to Zeebrugge that the U.S. 
has the sheer physical vitality to stay the 
course in the push to a better world commu- 
nity. As a matter of fact, some of the divi- 
dends earned on U.S. home production must 
push for investment outside the country— 
which means that Mr. Truman’s Point Four 
program is physically there for any nation 
to take advantage of the moment it makes 
conditions attractive to U.S. investors, E' 
if the U.S. lacks something in foreign polic 
brains, the U.S. boom is for export to any 
country that cares to use brains on its own. 

The third foie which interests us cen- 
ters on the relation of means to ends. Amer- 
icans in recent years have had fewer wor- 
ries than other people about making a living. 
But do they know how to live? Or what to 
live for? These are still big questions, and 
they obviously haven’t been answered. In 
many ways the U.S. people are a morally 
restless and unsatisfied lot. 

They are, however, learning something, 
and their behavior during the boom shows 
it. Making all allowance for the different cir- 
cumstances of today, the negative fact that 
the postwar boom ‘has not been accompa- 
nied by the suicidal stock market splash of 
1929 is some indication that Americans are 
a wiser and steadier people now than they 
were then. Other things about the boom at- 
mosphere are heartening. No one has col- 
lated the statistics relating to such diverse 
things as the increase in chutchgoing, the 
sale of china-painting sets at the 15¢ stores, 
the growth of art museums and local sym- 
phony orchestras, the number of people 
reading the Great Books, the popularity of 
garden clubs, the upgrading of the type of 
lecturer heard at Rotary luncheons, and so 
on. But if someone were to do this necessary 
statistical investigation, it just might prove 
that the U.S. citizen is learning what pros- 
perity is for. He is at least beginning to Fearn 
that prosperity, once the primary needs of 
life are cared for, is only good as underpin- 
ning for the good life. 

In 1929 the U.S. valued prosperity as an 
end and it disappeared. Are the American 
people really coming to value prosperity as 
a means to the larger good? We hope so, and 
we propose a toast: “Here’s to prosperity— 
and here’s to keeping it in its place!”

PROMIBITION COMES 10 BOMBAY 


Along the glittering “gold coast” of cosmopol- 
itan Bombay, where rich Indians and their foreign 
friends have long enjoyed a bibulous night life, 
bars were empty and the old gaiety was gone last 
week. On April 6 “Total Prohibition” became the 
new order in India’s “queen city” and the whole 
state of Bombay (pop. 50 million). Adopted as a 
matter of local option under pressure of rural vot- 
ers, the Bombay Prohibition Act made it a crime 
to manufacture, own or consume alcoholic bever- 
ages. Theoretically it was to achieve the late Ma- 
hatma Gandhi’s No. 1 prescription for remaking 


India. It immediately brought forth the inevita- 
ble crop of bootleggers and informers, as well as a 
new ingenuity in the caching of liquor (below). As 
a sample of troubles ahead, the Bombay police re- 
vealed that in 1949, when liquor was outlawed 
only four days a week, they arrested 30,000 vio- 
lators. To gain the public’s support the Prohibi- 
tion Ministry offered big fees to informers and 
aimed a barrage of propaganda at ordinary Indi- 
an: 


classes of people to buy liquor from government 
stores: 1) foreigners, 2) alcoholics, 3) Indian mili- 
tary personnel, 4) anybody with a doctor's pre- 
scription or users of sacramental wine. There was 
no provision, however, for the rich, hard-drinking 
Parsis (above), a non-Hindu sect whose religion 
stems from ancient Persia. Foreigners may buy 
up to seven bottles of hard liquor, 14 bottles of 
wine or 63 bottles of beer a month. An Indian lieu- 
tenant general will get eight bottles of hard liq- 
uor a month, plus lesser libations, but an enlisted 
man must somehow get along on one bottle of rum.

Unseen waves of heat and pressure 
are revealed by Schlieren camera 


The spectral picture at right, which suggests a 
voluptuous female genie rising from some modern 
‘Aladdin’s lamp, is actually a photograph of invis- 
ible heat waves around a gas flame. The picture 
was made by the so-called Schlieren apparatus, an 
ingenious system of screens and mirrors (below) 
whose singular scientific purpose it is to make vis- 
ible the invisible. 

In its serious applications Schlieren photogra- 
phy is widely used by aircraft designers to deter- 
mine the pattern of shockwaves formed around 
models in supersonic wind tunnels. It permits engi- 
neers to observe visually the flow of heat from radi- 
ators and of air from ventilating fans. Chemists 
use it to study the combustion of fuels. But the 
Schlieren camera can also be put to the humbler 
though no less fascinating task of revealing th 
strange configurations of waves and vapors that 
exist unseen around many ordinary looking ob- 
jects. At the Battelle Memorial Institute in Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, where the apparatus is being used 
to study the still unsolved problem of turbulence 
in jet fuel injection, scientists took time out from 
their professional duties to train their Schlieren 
camera on other subjects, shown on the next page.

Tuts Pamtine Is Propasty A Setr-portrait or Ex Greco at 68 


Not long ago the mysterious Greek was considered a simple lunatic. 


Now he appears a giant in art, the forerunner of modern painters 


by ALDous HUXLEY 


Best known as a novelist (Point 
Counter Point, Brave New World), 
biographer and a versatile man of 
letters, Aldous Huxley is also an 
original and discerning essayist on 
painting and painters. Hisarticleon 
El Greco, written for LIFE, will bein- 
cluded in a book of essays, Themes 
and Variations, to be published this 
week by Harper & Brothers ($3.50). 
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CENTURY ago the man whom we now 
accept unquestioningly as an Old Mas- 
ter was either completely ignored or, 

if known at all, despised. For some critics El 
Greco was merely an incompetent who had 
never learned drawing and did not know how 
to tell a story dramatically. Others, with a 
more “scientific” turn of mind, explained 
him away as a lunatic who suffered from un- 
corrected astigmatism and was therefore un- 
able to see the world as it really is. Among 
English visitors to Spain one of the few who 
genuinely admired El Greco was George Bor- 
row, traveler and linguist, author of the fa- 
mous The Bible in Spain. When, in 1837, Bor- 
row first visited Toledo, he saw a picture rep- 
resenting “the burial of the Count of Orgaz, 
the masterpiece of Domenico the Greek, a 
most extraordinary genius. . . . Could it be 


purchased, I should say it would be cheap at 
£5,000.” In that year of Queen Victoria’s 
accession the pound was a thing of fine gold, 
stuffed with purchasing power and still com: 
pletely immune from income tax. To s: 
that a painting was worth 5,000 of these glo- 
rious objects was to express an admiration 
only just this side of idolatry. Even as late as 
1890 one of the artist’s few French admirers 
could say that there were not more than 10 
people in all Paris who cared for his work. Itis 
only within the last 40 years that El Greco 
has finally come into his own. Contemporary 
critics now recognize him for what, among 
other and odder things, he undoubtedly was 
—one of the most powerful painters of his 
day, and the lonely, the profoundly original 
precursor of what we now call “modern art.”

EL GRECO continues 


by his Spanish nickname of El Greco, “the Greek,” was born in 1541 
near Candia, on the island of Crete. Crete was at that time a pos 
sion of the Republic of Venice; but its language and culture were 
still largely Greek. Byzantine paintings and mosaics adorned the 
churches, and Cretan artists went their traditional way, paying 
little attention to what had been happening in nearby Italy. Their 
pictures were two-dimensional, nonrealistic, innocent of perspec- 
tive and chiaroscuro. 

Young Domenico presumably received a sound Greek education 
and studied painting under the best masters of the island. Not, 
however, for very long. Sometime in his early 20s he set sail for 
Venice. When he left that city a few years later he was described 
as “a pupil of Titian,” who was then a very old man, but painting 
as well as, or even better than he had ever done in his youth. Does 
this signify that El Greco actually worked as a pupil in Titian’s 
studio? We cannot say. All that is certain is that he made a thor- 
ough study of Venetian art and that, having worked for a time 
according to its principles, he found it unsatisfactory. It could hard- 
ly have been otherwise. For his taste Venetian art was too pagan, 
too voluptuous, too decorative, too much concerned with appear- 
ances, insufficiently inward and serious. In search of an art more 
conformable to his own nature and ideals El Greco migrated in 
1570 to Rome, But Rome, alas, proved to be no less disappointing 
than Venice. Her great masters of the Renaissance were all dead, 
and their successors were second-rate mannerists, incapable of cre- 
ating anything new, and living parasitically upon the achievements 
of the past. 


The last migration 
NX some date prior to 1577 El Greco undertook yet another 

migration, this time to Spain. Here his wanderings came to 
an end. He settled in Toledo. With his h wife, Jerénima de 
las Cuebas, and his son, Jorge Manuel, he remained there until his 
death in 1614. Of his life in Spain we know only a very little more 
than we know of his life in Crete and Italy—that is to next to 
nothing. Here are some of the scanty odds and ends of information 
that have come down to us: 

Professionally, El Greco was successful. Many commissions came 
his way and he was well paid for his work, On several occasions he 
went to law with his ecclesiastical patrons in order to get his price. 
He had the reputation of spending his money with a lordly extrav- 
agance, and it was said that he paid an orchestra to make music 
while he ate his meals. His apartment on the verge of the great can- 
yon of the Tagus River (pp. 88, 89) contained 24 rooms, most of 
which, however, were left almost completely unfurnished. Of his 
own genius he had no doubts. He knew that he painted super 
tively well and he was quite ready to say so in public. Moreover, 
when Philip II and certain of the clergy objected to his pictures on 
the ground that they did not respect the norms of ecclesiastical art, 
he steadfastly refused to compromise and went on painting exactly 
as he thought fit. Like Tintoretto, he modeled small clay figures, 
with the aid of which he studied effects of lighting and foreshort- 
ening. Pacheco, the father-in-law of the great painter Velasquez, 
saw a whole cupboardful of these figures when he visited El Greco 
shortly before the latter's death. 

Among the painter's friends were poets, men of learning, emi- 
nent ecclesiastics. His library, as we know from the inventory which 
was made after his death, contained, among other Greek works, 
the Concerning Mystic Theology of Dionysius the Areopagite. In 
the light of this fact, a curious anecdote recorded by Giulio Clovio, 
one of El Greco’s Roman friends, takes on a special significance. 
“Yesterday,” wrote Clovio in a letter which is still extant, “I called 
at [El Greco’s] lodgings to take him for a walk through the city. 
The weather was very finé. . . . But on entering the studio I w 
amazed to find the curtains so closely drawn that it was hardly pos- 
sible to see anything. The painter was sitting in a chair, neither 
working nor sleeping, and declined to go out with me on the ground 
that the light of day disturbed his inward light.” From this it would 
appear that El Greco took more than a theoretical interest in the 
mystical states described by Dionysius and the Neo-Platonists: he 
also practiced some form of meditation. 

Of El Greco’s appearance we know nothing for certain. The so- 
called “self-portrait” (p. 86) may perhaps represent the painter's 
features, but the evidence is inconclusive. At every turn the man 
eludes us. Only the pictures remain. 

Like most of his predecessors and contemporaries, El Greco was 
mainly a religious painter, a teller of old familiar stories from the 
Gospels and the legends of the saints.

EL GRECO continues 


tell the story, for example, of the Nativity, the story of Mars and 
Venus, the story of a certain landscape or a certain person as it or 
he appeared at a certain moment of time. But this story is never 
the whole story. A picture always expresses more than is implicit in 
its subject. Every painter who tells a story tells it in his own man- 
ner, and that manner tells another story superimposed, as it were, 
upon the first—a story about the painter himself, a story about the 
way in which one highly gifted individual reacted to his experience 
of our universe. The first story is told deliberately; the second tells 
itself independently of the artist’s conscious will. 

El Greco told religious stories in his own peculiar manner, and 
his manner tells another story, so enigmatic that we pore over it in 
fascinated bewilderment. 

In looking at any of the great composi of El Greco’s matu- 
rity we must always remember that the intention of the art 
neither to imitate nature nor to tell a story with dramatic verisimil- 
itude. Like the postimpressionists three centuries later, El Greco 
used natural objects as the raw material out of which, by a process 
of calculated distortion, he might create his own world c

private universe he situated his religious subject matter, using it 
as a vehicle for expressing what he wanted to say about life 

And what did E Greco want to say? The answer can only be 
inferred; but to me it seems clear. Those faces with their uniformly 
rapturous expression, those hands clasped in devotion or lifted 
towards heaven, those figures stretched out to the point where the 
whole inordinately elongated anatomy becomes a living symbol of 
upward aspiration—all these bear witness to the artist's constant 
preoccupation with the ideas of mystical religion. His aim was to 
assert the soul’s capacity to come, through effort and through gr 
to ecstatic union with the divine spirit. This idea of union was more 
and more emphatically stressed as the painter advanced in years. 
The frontier between earth and heaven, which is clearly defined in 
such works as The Burial of Count Orgaz (p. 94) and The Dream of 
Philip IT, grows fainter in later works, and finally disappears al 
gether. Thus, in El Greco’s final version of The Baptism of Christ 
there is no separation of any kind. The forms and colors flow con- 
tinuously from the bottom of the picture to the top. The two realms 
are totally fused. 

Does this mean that E] Greco actually found a perfect pictorial 
expression for what his contemporary, St. Theresa of Avila, called 
“the spiritual marriage”? I think not. For all their extraordinary 
beauty, these great paintings are strangely oppressive and disquiet- 
ing, Consciously El Greco was telling two stories—a story from the 
Gospels or the legends of the saints, and a story about mystical 
union with the divine. But, unconsciously, he told yet another story, 
having little or nothing to do with the two he knew he was telli 
All that is disquieting in El Greco pertains to this third story and 
is conveyed to the spectator by his highly individual manner of 
treating space and the forms by which that space is occupied.

youth there is no third dimension. The figures in the wall paint- 
ings and mosaics are the inhabitants of a flatland in which there 
is no question of perspective. And precisely because there is no per- 
spective, these figures seem to exist in a celestial universe having 
implications of indefinite extension. From ancient and conserva- 
tive Byzantium, El Greco traveled through time as well as space 
to modern Venice. Here, in Titian’s paintings, he found the realis- 
tic representation of a third dimension traveling back from the pic- 
ture plane to faraway landscapes of blue mountains under majestic 
clouds. And in Tintoretto’s compositions he could study those rock- 
eting centrifugal movements that carry the spectator’s mind be- 
yond the picture frame and suggest the endless succession of things 
and spaces existing in the world outside. 

‘The nature of El Greco’s personality was such that he chose to 
combine Byzantium and Venice in the strangest possible way. His 
pictures are neither flat nor fully three-dimensional. There is depth 
in his private universe, but only a very little of it. From the picture 
plane to the remotest object in the background there i is, in most 
cases, an apparent distance of only a few feet. On earth as in heaven * 
there is hardly room to swing a cat. Moreover, unlike Tintoretto 
and the baroque artists of the 17th Century, El Greco never hints 
at the boundlessness beyond the picture frame. His compositions 
are centripetal, turned inwards on themselves. He is Deteinten of 
movement in a narrow room, of agitation in a prison. This effect 
of confinement is enhanced by the almost complete absence from 
his paintings of a landscape background. The whole picture space 
is tightly packed with figures, human and divine, and where any 
chink is left between body and body, we are shown only a confin- 
ing wall of cloud as opaque as earth, or of earth as fluidly plastic as 
the clouds. So far as El Greco is concerned, the world of nonhuman 
nature is practically nonexistent,

The body becomes ectoplasm 


O less disquieting than the narrowness of El Greco's univers 
s the quality of the forms with which he filled it. Everything 
here is organic, but organic on a low level, organic to a point well 
below the limit of life’s perfection. That is why there is no sensual- 
ity in these paintings, nothing of the voluptuous. In a work of art 
we are charmed and attracted by forms which represent or at least 
suggest the forms of such objects as we find attractive in nature— 
flowers, for example, fruits, animals, human bodies in their youth- 
ful strength and beauty, In life we are not at all attracted by proto- 
plasm in the raw or by individual organs separated from the organ- 
ism as a whole, But it is with forms suggestive precisely of such ob- 
jects that El Greco fills his pictures. Under his brush the human 
body, when it is naked, loses its bony framework and even its m 
culature, and becomes a thing of ectoplasm—beautifully appropr 
ate in its strange pictorial context, but not a little uncanny when 
thought of in the context of real life. And when El Greco clothes 
his boneless creatures, their draperies become pure abstractions, 
having the form of something indeterminately physiological. 

A painter or a sculptor can be simultaneously representational 
and nonrepresentational. In their architectural ‘backgrounds and, 
above all, in their draperies, many works even of the Renaissance 
and the baroque incorporate passages of a most unadulterated ab- 
straction. These are often expressive in the highest degree. Indeed, 
the whole tone of a representational work may be established, and 
its inner meaning expressed, by those parts of it which are most 
nearly abstract. 

In some of El Greco’s paintings a third, a half, even as much as 
two thirds of the entire surface is occupied by low-level organic 
abstractions, to which, because of their representational context, 
we give the name of draperies, or clouds, or rocks. These abstrac- 
tions are powerfully expressive and it is through them that, to a 
considerable extent, El Greco tells the private story that underlies IT'S A WONDERFUL BUY!

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How to ‘Take 
The Offensive for Peace 


The new adviser to Secretary Acheson sums up the score of the cold war 
and unveils some new ideas he will now be ina position to put into action 


by JoHN FosTER DULLES 


Three weeks ago, while Washington seethed with inter- 
party rows that threatened to smash bipartisanship in 
U.S. foreign policy, President Truman settled down in 
the sun at Key West with a good book. The book: John 
Foster Dulles’ War or Peace (Macmillan, clothbound, 
82.50; paper, $1.00), which Mr. Dulles had sent to him 
before its publication date of April 18. The President was 


therefore well prepared when Republican Senator Van- 
denberg urged the appointment of Mr. Dulles as a top- 
level adviser to Secretary of State Dean Acheson. LIFE 
presents on these pages a condensation of War or Peace 
that sums up the views of the man who will now have 
more say in the making of foreign policy than any indi- 
vidual except President Truman or Secretary Acheson. 


signals that in the past forecast reliably the 

coming of war. Already Soviet Communism 
has extended its control over more than 700 mil- 
lion people, or about one third of the human race. 
This has happened in 33 years, Never before have 
so few gained so much so fast. 

The Soviet leaders have great military power. 
They control the world’s greatest pool of depend- 
able manpower, and they now have atomic weap- 
ons. Anarmament race is in full swing, and United 
Nations efforts to check that race have so far 
proved fruitless. 

Communists have always assumed that Com- 
munism and Capitalism would become locked 
in a death struggle. Many people in the United 
States are today making that same assumption. 
That in turn makes war more likely. 

There should be no illusion about the reality 
of the danger. It is immense. Future generations 
will look back with amazement if war is averted. 
It will be an achievement without precedent. 
Yet that is our task, 


I: we look about the world, we see warning 


What is peace? 


I we are going to embark upon the task of wag- 
ing peace, we should know what we mean by 
“peace,” Some people have a conception of peace 
so distorted that to seek it really means war. For 
example, some Americans think of peace as a 
condition in which our nation is isolated from all 
external forces and lives its own solitary life. 

I can think of nothing that would make war, 
and defeat, more certain for the United States 
than for the American people to sit idly by while 
Soviet Communism completes the encirclement 
which it has planned in order to isolate us, to 
weaken us, and eventually to strangle us. 

‘A second American misconception of peace is 
a world dominated by the United States. 

There are some Americans who rather naive- 
ly, and to some extent unconsciously, assume 
that a world at peace will conform to our ideals 
and our wishes. There are perhaps a few who 
would like to assure American supremacy by 
what they call a “preventive war” to suppress 
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the only apparent major obstacle to an “Amer- 
ican peace.” 

The world has known periods when a single 
nation was politically dominant—in a position 
to compel others to conform to its views. There 
have been a Pax Romana and a Pax Britannica. 
But both were won by war. 

A third misconception is that in a world at 
peace everything remains as it is. But change is 
the law of life, of international life as well as na- 
tional and personal life. If we set up barriers to 
all change, we make it certain that there will be 
violent and explosive change. 

So, as we strive for peace, let us not see peace 
aijealatan. ot au workd domisallon by the United 
States, or as stagnation. 

Peace is a condition of community, of diver- 
sity, and of change. 


Mr. Molotov at his best 


AVING defined clearly in our own minds 
both the peril and the purpose before us, we 
sensibly examine the policies we have adopt- 
ed to avoid the one and achieve the other. 

The broad policy of “no appeasement” was 
born at the first major postwar conference. That 
was the initial meeting of the Council of Foreign 
Ministers. It was held in London in September 
and October, 1945. Mr. Byrnes was there as the 
United States Secretary of State; and I, as a Re- 
publican, was with him as adviser. Because this 
conference was the starting point for so much, 
it deserves our attention toda’ 

The Council gatherings were small—the for- 
eign ministers, each with four advisers, gathered 
around a large round table. It is in groups of such 
a size that Mr. Molotov, a skillful fencer, per- 
forms to best advantage. 

Circumstances favored him. He had been for- 
eign minister since 1939. His four colleagues were 
attending their first important conference as for- 
eign ministers, except that Mr. Bevin had been at 
Potsdam for the last five days of that conference. 

Secretary Byrnes spoke freely, and wholly “off 
the cuff.” He had proven ability to talk men into 
agreement, but he was not always legalistically 


precise. Molotov sought repeatedly to draw him 
out. After Mr. Byrnes had spoken, Mr. Molotov 
would frequently say that he was perplexed be- 
cause Mr. Byrnes had seemed to state his posi- 
tion in slightly different ways. What, precisely, 
was it that he proposed? Would not Mr. Byrnes 
be good enough to restate the case so as to clarify 
it? Mr. Molotov obviously hoped that, by evok- 
ing statements and restatements that were ex- 
temporaneous, he might bring about a misstate- 
ment upon which he could seize. Mr. Byrnes elud- 
ed all dangerous pitfalls. It was a game of wits 
that was fascinating to observe. 

Mr. Bevin was bluff and hearty, easily an- 
gered and quickly repentant of his anger. Mr. 

folotoy treated him as a banderillero treats a 
bull, planting darts that would arouse him to 
an outburst. On one occasion Mr. Bevin was pro- 
voked into saying that Mr. Molotov talked like 
Hitler. Mr. Molotov jumped to his feet, saying 
that he had not come to London to be insulted, 
and stalked to the door. Mr. Bevin, with con- 
trition, hastened to explain away his heated 
words and, as a mark of his sincerity, indicated 
that he would concede the point then in dispute. 
Mr. Molotov had been careful to open the door 
very slowly, and he got back long before the 
translation into Russian had been made. 

Mr. Molotov’s objective with Mr. Bidault 
was to provoke him to leave the conference. For 
the first time since the surrender of 1940, France 
was sitting as an equal at the table of the great. 
French feelings were still raw from the indignity 
of exclusion from the inner conferences at San 
Francisco and total exclusion at Potsdam. So 
Mr. Molotov tried to outrage French honor by 
pty slights. He would, for example, ask Mr. 

vin and Mr. Byrnes for a postponement by 
an hour of the time for meeting and then would 
not tell Mr. Bidault.

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U.S. FOREIGN POLICY WAS BORN at the Council of 
Foreign Ministers in London in 1945. Molotov (4), after in- 
sulting France’s Bidault (2) and China’s Wang (5), made an

stolid and shrewd. He spoke rarely and could not 
be provoked. The Molotov technique was to ignore 
him. He made it clear that China, or at least Nation- 
alist China, was to him a cipher, and that Mr. Wang’s 
seat might as well have been vacant. 

I have seen in action all the great international 
statesmen of this century, beginning with those who 
met at the Hague Peace Gusferenen of 1907. I have 
never seen personal diplomatic skill at so high a de- 
gree of perfection as Mr. Molotov’s at that session. 

It did not, however, get the results that Mr. Molo- 
tov wanted. In the end he had to fall back on a crude 
ultimatum—the Soviet would not proceed unless 
France and China withdrew, and unless all decisions 
contaminated by their presence were deemed null 
and void and considered anew. 

When it appeared that the Soviet position was ad- 
amant, the United States delegation had days of 
aa anxiety. It was difficult for Secretary Byrnes. 

le had come to his position as Secretary of State 
partly because he had a great faculty for compromise 
of political differences, for finding formulas on which 
opposing interests could agree. It was not pleasant 
for him to contemplate returning empty-handed. 
It was also apparent that there was much truth in 
the Soviet argument that, if our two nations were 
unable to agree, peace would be in jeopardy. 

On Sunday morning, Sept. 30, 1945, Secretary 
Byrnes and I talked Aine in his bedroom at Clar- 
idge’s Hotel. We explored the problem, and the Sec- 
retary asked whether I did not feel that there was 
some basis upon which we could effect a compromise. 
I told him that I saw none. 

We went from the hotel to the Council chamber 
at Lancaster House. Secretary Byrnes had given me 
no inkling of his final decision. It emerged, however, 
in the course of the day’s debate. He rejected the So- 
viet demand. He would not, for the sake of agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union, make a compromise 
that would sacrifice our country’s historic friend- 
ship with China and France. 

At that moment our postwar policy of “no appease- 
ment” was born. 

Once the West's stand was taken, Soviet strategy 
called for ‘a whispering campaign” to spread the 
view that the differences between the Soviet Union 
and the United States were merely episodes in a typi- 
cal “great power” struggle between two nations. 

At the first meetings of the United Nations Assem- 
bly, this point of view was quite generally accepted. 
Under such circumstances, it would be both natural 
and appropriate for the nations not directly involved 
to stay aloof and not to identify themselves with 
either of the two great contestants. Even Mr. Bevin 
for a time said that the role of Britain was to be a 
“bridge” between the Soviet Union and the United 
States. Some of the small powers felt considerable 


attempt to force them out of council. Bevin (3) and Byrnes 
(1), advised by Dulles (6), blocked the move, refusing to ap- 
pease Russia by sacrificing friendship with China and France. 


embarrassment in voting with the United States— 
particularly when the result was an overwhelming 
vote against the Soviet Union. ‘There was supposed 
to be “neutrality.” 

The proceedings in the United Nations Assembly, 
however, led to a rapid evaporation of this groping 
for “neutrality.” By actual conduct, demeanor, and 
action, the United States proved its integrity of pur- 
pose. “Neutrality” in spirit and in voting came to 
an end. There capslaraal a spiritual solidarity among 
most of the non-Communist nations which was open, 
and of which none was ashamed. 

Against this background it is interesting to recall 
a memorable March 10, 1939 speech of Stalin, In it 
he stated that it was “neutrality” that had enabled 
Hitler, Mussolini and the Japanese warlords to re- 
divide the world in their favor. It was “neutrality,” 
he said, that made inevitable a second world war. 
As Stalin pointed out, the League of Nations in that 
1938-1939 period was impotent to do away with 
the spirit of neutrality which left each country alone 
to “defend itself from the aggressor 

Today, few in the West cherish the myth of “neu- 
trality”; and, starting from America’s “no appease- 
ment” decision, almost all feel just about the way 
Stalin spoke 11 years ago. 


The score 


Dea nearly five years of this “cold” war, if we 
make up thescore, we find successes and failures. 
Let us consider first our minus score—the successes 
that Soviet Communism has gained by its methods, 

In Europe, Soviet Communism, in the five post- 
war years, has consolidated its position in Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Romania, Bulgaria and 
Albania. It controls, in the Soviet Zone of Eastern 
Germany, an area of the utmost importance tac- 
tically and strategically. On the continent of Asia, 
Soviet Communism has won a victory in China which 
surpassed what Japan was seeking and we risked war 
to avert. In Africa the influence of Soviet Commu- 
nism has grown over the past years; and there is 
danger that repressive policies in the Union of South 
Africa may touch off an explosion that will spread 
throughout the continent. 

Turning now to the Communist minus score, we 
find that the greatest failure of Soviet Communism 
has been in Yugoslavia, itself a Communist-domi- 
nated country. In Greece the check to Soviet Com- 
munism has undoubtedly been a serious and unex- 
pected blow to the hopes of Soviet Communism. 

In Western Europe the onward rush of Soviet 
Communism has been checked and the situation 
stabilized for the time being. There were three major 
Communist thrusts in Western Europe: One was 
made in France during November and December of 
1947 by means of political strikes and sabotage; an- 
other was the effort to win the Italian elections of 
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April, 1948; the third was the blockade of Berlin, begun in 1948. 
All three failed. 

In the countries of Western Europe, productivity i is, generally 
speaking, equal to or above the prewar level. But the European 
Recovery Plan, the North Atlantic Treaty, and the pane Assist- 
ance Program have not created in Western Europe a solid and 
dependable defense against the indirect aggression of Soviet Com- 
munism or against a possible armed attack by the Soviet Union. 
In sum, we find that there has been a very definite shift in the 
balance of power in favor of Soviet Communism. 

If any one of us were sitting as a member of the Politburo check- 
ing over the score of the last five years he would conclude that the 
Communist methods have worked very well indeed, and he would 
see no reason to abandon or to alter them materially. 

That, no doubt, is the view of the Politburo. It was expressed by 
the official paper Izvestia on Jan. 1, 1950, concluding: “The New 
Year has come to us as a welcome and dear guest. We have cele- 
brated it with the joyous feeling of creators and builders... . The 
sun of freedom and Communism shines brightly for the world today. 
Communism is conquering, Communism will triumph! 

“A Happy New Year, comrades, a very Happy New Year!” 


The twilight zone 


ERHAPS the major reason for Communist rejoicing is this: 

most of the non-Communist countries operate on the theory 
that they are either at peace or at Soviet Communism has 
invented an intermediate stage, a twilight zone of “not war, not 
peace.” Our Constitution and legal system are so rigid that we are 
almost impotent to deal this condition. We are devoting bil- 
lions in money and our highest talent to preparation for a fighting 
war—a war that may never come. Meanwhile, we are being encir- 
cled and our strength is being undermined by the “cold war” that 
is here, and which could finally defeat us. 


Needs for bipartisanship 


E can conclude only that the foreign policies which we have 
reviewed are good so far as they go, but that they do not go far 
enough. The situation today is comparable to that of 1942, although 
in geographic terms it is not as bad. Then we were not thinking about 
“peace” in terms of some s ent that might temporarily allow 
us to go on existing as an oasis in a totalitarian desert. We were not 
thinking about how to save our necks, but how to save freedom. 

We need more of that spirit today. If we had it there would be 
far more chance of getting real peace. Security is the by-product, 
not of fear, but of great endeavor and great faith. 

First of all, we need, here at home, to put bipartisanship in for- 
eign policy on a solid basis. In 1944 the professional politicians, both 
Republican and Democrat, did not want to have bipartisan cooper- 
ation in world organization. Many Democrats opposed it because 
they thought that the Democratic party should try to capitalize on 
the popular desire for a world organization and make it appear that 
only the Democratic party had the will or the competence to achieve 
that result. Always, within the Republican party, powerful cle- 
ments believed that bipartisanship was wrong as a matter of princi- 
ple; that the duty of the opposition party was to attack and to expose. 

Of course, the normal role of the opposition party should be to 
oppose. But these are not normal times. Our foreign policy is not 
just a USS. foreign policy; it becomes the foreign policy of many 
nations and many peoples. Therefore, we cannot play with it as 
with something that is just our own. That requires that we make of 
it something that is dependable and something that is consistent, 
for the fortunes and the lives of many peoples are risked upon it. 

How is this to be brought about? These principles should be kept 
in mind: 

1) The primary responsibility for bipartisanship rests upon the 
Administration in power. Under the Constitution the President, 
and the President alone, decides on how to conduct foreign affairs. 
Without his positive action there can be no bipartisanship. 

2) An invitation to members of the opposition to participate 
in making foreign policy bipartisan is meaningless and is a sham 
unless it is made to loyal members of their party, trusted by party 
leadership. 

3) The opposition members selected to participate in making for- 
eign policy bipartisan should be qualified by training and experi- 
ence to make a genuine contribution and to take an active and 
constructive part in the formulation of foreign policy. 

The opposition participants must have opportunity to get in 
at the early shaping of foreign policies and must not be left out until

the end. chen matters have gone so far that there is little oppor- 
tunity to do other than acquiesce. 

5) The opposition members of Congress should not seek to make 
political capital by attacking the results of true bipartisanship. If 
the leaders of the opposition party refuse at this critical time, as a 
matter of partisan advantage, to accept a bona fide offer to make 
foreign pole es cooperatively, so that those policies can command 
unity at home and attract adherence abroad, then those who take 
that position ought to be repudiated at the polls. 


A modern U.N. 


N a world where “cold” war is exterminating human liberty and 

where “hot” war might be waged with atomic bombs and hy- 
drogen bombs, fatalism or complacency would be criminal. There 
is plenty to be done. But the basic divisions and distrusts in the 
world cannot be obliterated by fiat, or by doing away with the 
“veto,” or by bringing into being toy contingents as a United Na- 
tions “police force.” 

The “civilized” part of mankind is in a grave plight. But we shall 
gain nothing if, in panic, we lose contact with realities and assume 
that, because there is great need of a quick, easy and sure way to 
avoid w-~ there must be such a way. 

At the present stage we should try to evolve a world organization 
daewiltoua sora judgments and reflect as adequately as pos- 
sible the quantity, quality and intensity of power which will back 
these judgments. The United Nations should mirror more accu- 
rately, not less accurately, the reality of what is. 

A growing weakness of the United Nations is its lack of univer- 

ity. The ex-enemy states have grown in power since military de- 
feat rendered them powerless. There are peace treaties with Italy, 
Hungary, Bulgaria, Romania and Finland. In Germany and Japan 
there are governments with growing power. Austria is reborn. There 
are new nations which are not members—the United States of In- 
donesia, Jordan and Ceylon, for example. Several nations that were 
neutrals in the last war are not members—for example, Eire, Portu 
gal, Switzerland and Spain. We ought to be willing that all the na- 
tions should be members without attempting to appraise closely 
those which are “good” and those which are “bad.” If the Commu- 
nist government of China in fact proves its ability to govern China 
without serious domestic resistance, then it, too, should be admitted 
to the United Nations. 

If the United Nations membership were made substantially uni- 
versal, that might end a preponderant voting superiority of the 
United States and its friends which, while pleasant, is somewhat 
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fictitious. Communist governments today dominate more than 
30% of the population of the world. We may not like that fact; 
indeed, we do not like it at all. But if we want to have a world organ- 
ization, then it should be representative of the world as it is. 

The normal way to make this change (as well as some necessary 
changes in voting and veto procedures) is to call a General Confer- 
ence that would draw together the nations of the world in a new 
great conference comparable to that of San Francisco. 

There is little to hope for, and much to fear from, a diplomatic 
conference between the leaders of a few of the great powers. It would 
almost surely produce either an appearance of agreement which 
would be dangerous and illusory, or else an appearance of disa- 
greement which would be interpreted as marking the exhaustion of 
all possibilities short of war. 

There is much to hope for, and little to fear from, another great 
world conference called primarily to modernize the United Nations 
in the light of its five years’ experience, and to review broadly its 
basic objectives of peace, justice, human liberty and regulation of 
armament. 


Unity in the West 


WE have expended 90% or more of our postwar external aid to 
upbuild the West. Both the European Recovery Act and the 
North Atlantic Pact have had a single basic purpose; that is, to pro- 
mote a unity that will itself promote strength. So far, unity of the 
West remains only an ideal. The European Recovery Plan has been, 
in essence, an oxygen tent put over the nations of Western Europe. 
It has kept them breathing, but it has not cured them. 

The countries participating in the Marshall Plan have a total 
population of more than 200 million, and there is a high level of 
education and culture. That population is greater than the entire 
poration of the Soviet Union or of the United States. These 200 
million and more people have, in Europe and in their African colo- 
nial possessions, a natural wealth that cannot be matched either 
in the Soviet Union or in the United States. 

Why should an area that poss such tremendous resources, 
human and material, be a poorhouse where the people live in a state 
of weakness which is frightening to them and their friends and a 
source of delight to their foes? 

There is only one reason. All the great qualiti 
sed collectively must be dis 


s and assets pos- 
s nunted because they are not pos- 
sessed unitedly. Disunity alone prevents Western Europe from 
being a great—perhaps the greatest—distinctive area of spiritual, 
intellectual, economic and military power. A divided Europe offers 

temptations that, it seems, ambitious despots do not resist. 
The United States now has the opportunity to bring about peace- 
fully what every Western leader, without regard to nation or party, 
zes ought to be done, but what will not be done unless there 


at Europe’s request, we have made a tremendous investment 
tern Europe. 

It is pretended by Communist propaganda that we desire to make 
Western Europe into a United States colony. Actually, our goal is a 
Europe which, through unity, will gain so much strength that nei- 
ther the United States nor the Soviet Union nor any other power 
whatsoever will ever be able to use Europe for purposes alien to the 
free development of Europe itself. 

What we do, we do as a matter of enlightened self-interest; but it 
is a self-interest that coincides with the welfare and well-being of the 
peoples concerned as defined by their own leading statesmen. 

Today we are helping to finance the reconstruction of Western 
Europe. We cannot avoid responsibility for the result. 

Only a short time remains according to the international time- 
table. That timetable is determined by three factors. One is the run- 
ning out of the period (1948-1952) of the European Recovery Plan. 
Another is the growth, in Europe, of planned national economies, 
and the third is the revival of Germany. 

It is difficult to see how any degree of economic unity can be 
achieved in Europe unless it is done while there are still large sums 
freely available from the United States that can cushion the shocks 
which are inevitably part of such a major economic adjustment. 

Socialization and “planning” demand insulation. The movement 
in that direction has not yet gone so far that it prohibits a beginning 
of unity. However, the trend is one which, as it goes on, makes it 
more and more difficult for governments to take part in a larger, 
freer society. 

There is no good solution of the problem of Germany unless Ger- 
many, or at least as much of it as is free, is brought into the frame- 
work of the West as an integral part of the West. If there were a real 
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political unity of Western Europe for common defense, then Ger- 
mans, individually, could be part of that defense, We cannot risk a 
German national army. We might risk having Germans individu- 
ally part of a European army, along with French and Belgians, under 
non-German command and stationed anywhere in Western Eu- 
rope, preferably not in Germany. Itis possible to foresee, in this way, 
the creation of a military force in Western Europe strong enough to 
hold off a military invasion from Russia. 

So far as German economy is concerned, there is imperative need 
for a large market. In Germany, the density of population is greater 
than ever before because of the presence of about 10 million people 
expelled by the Poles and Czechs. Germany is smaller than before 
the war because of loss of territory to surrounding states. If there 
is not to bea recurrence of the vast misery and unemployment which 
enabled Hitler to come to power in 1933 and make Germany into a 
war arsenal, then the Germans must manufacture large amounts 
of consumer goods and dispose of them. Either the West must find 
that possibility for the Germans or they will turn to Soviet Com- 
munism, which seems to offer it to them. 

From the viewpoint of the other Western European nations, it 
may be that the North Atlantic Treaty should be tightened into a 
North Atlantic Union for common defense in order to give them 
sufficient courage to make Germany part of the more complete unity 
that Western Europe should have. 

While from our standpoint it would be better if the European 
politicians acted of their own accord, we cannot at this grave junc- 
ture stand on ceremony. Our postwar effort in the West is not an 
effort to win a popularity contest. Popularity, even if we could buy 
it, is not worth $20 billion. We are trying to do a constructive and 
creative task which needs to be done if Western civili: 

saved. 

The situation is ripe for great achievement. 


Policies in Asia 


N Asia and in the Pacific there is no strong bulwa 
Soviet Communist offensive. In the past, the U 
in the East rested on the foundation of friendly relations with 

Ci ina. With that in mind, President Roosevelt did much to build 
up the prestige and world influence of China—from the Cairo meet- 
ing in 1943 with Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek and Mr. Churchill, 
to the arrangement that China should be one of the five permanent 
members of the United Nations Security Council, with veto power. 
Now China has become the spearhead of Soviet Communist policy 
in Asia and the Pacific. All that the United States did to eohanee 
the prestige of China and to give it a leading position in the United 
Nations and in the world may now be turned against us. 

cheson has inherited a task of exceeding difficulty 
'y. We have to proceed with wisdom and with care. But 
also we need to proceed, because during the four years that followed 
the collapse of our ill-conceived China policy of December, 1945, 
we have seemed to be without policy, purpose or resolution. 

Any policies regarding Asia and the Pacific must be a logical de- 
velopment of the policy of peaceful evolution to national independ- 
ence. They should reenforce, not undermine, the independence of the 
new nations. If the Communist parties in Western Europe feel that 
they can make political capital by charging the United States with 
intent to turn these countries into colonies, ‘itis clear that we must be 
scrupulously careful in our relations with countries which, within 
the last five years, have in fact been colonial possessions of the West. 

If we adhere loyally to this principle, then we shall be qualified 
to help establish a permanent Association of the Free Nations of 
Asia and the Pacific. It would not, at least in the beginning, be an 
essentially military alliance, as the North Atlantic Treaty turned 
out to be. An Association for Asia and the Pacific would best start 
as a consultative council of those who have a common concern for 
national independence and human freedom and want to do some- 
thing about it. 

Our particular opportunity and responsibility in this area is 
Japan. We can, if we will, help Japan to be an exhibit in Asia of 
what a free society can develop in spiritual and intellectual rich- 
ness and material well-being. It is not an easy task, for in Japan 
there is dense population, a lack of fertile land and a need for indus- 
trial production and overseas markets. There is need for spiritual 
regeneration and political education. If we can help the Japanese 
to satisfy their needs, material and spiritual, that of itself will 
exert an influence throughout Asia and the Pacific. Japan, because 
of its geographical closeness to China, gives us this opportunity to 
an exceptional degree. Just as our position in Western Germany 
and West Berlin gives us an opportunity to demonstrate advantages 
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of a free society that will attract the captive peoples in Central and 
Eastern Europe now under Communist domination, so our position 
in Japan can be used to exert a similar attraction. 

Stalin, 25 years ago, saw and said that China and the colonial 
areas could serve as the “road to victory” over the West. Soviet 
Communism has been moving along that road, and the end, I fear, 
is not yet. What we have said about the need for bipartisanship 
in foreign policy applies with special force to Asia and the Pacific, 
where postwar bipartisanship has never yet been practiced, and 
where grave peril looms. 


New methods 


BASIC weakness of the free societies is inability to maintain 
contact with the captive peoples in the Communist police- 
state system. 

Dictatorships usually present a formidable exterior. They seem, 
on the outside, to be hard, glittering and irresistible. Within, they 
are full of rottenness, We saw that in Germany, and how, because 
of it, dictatorships can be shaken from within. Although the Nazi 


is 
fought bitterly to the end, we know now that the war could have 
been.won more quickly by appealing to the German people and 
offering them some hope if they threw the Nazi gangsters out. The 
privite records and diaries of the Nazi leaders in Germany show 
that the situation was rotten to the core. But one of our embar- 
rassments in World War II was, of course, the fact that it was awk- 
ward to hold out hope of freedoms which our ally, Soviet Russia, 
denied its own people and wished to deny to others. 

Th ;, however, no reason now why we should not use the most 
effective peacetime method we can devise to carry hope and truth 
and the prospect of liberty to the peoples who are the prisoners of 
Soviet Communism. 

Three years ago, when talking with a leading diplomat from a 
Communist country, I remarked that even an idiot could throw 
a monkey wrench into a complex mechanism. I said that Soviet 
Communism deserved no medal for demonstrating the ability to 
wreck the complicated machine that is our modern industrial world. 
The real test would come when, having destroyed that machine 
in various countries, Communism tried to construct a machine to 
take the place of what it had destroyed. 

Today the Communist structure is overextended, overrigid and 
ill-founded. It could be shaken if its difficulties that are latent were 
activated. 

“Activation” does not mean armed revolt. The people have no 
arms, and violent revolt would precipitate massacre. We do not 
want to do to the captive peoples what the Soviet Union did to the 
Polish patriots in Warsaw under General Bor. 

There is, however, a duty to prevent whole peoples from being 
broken in mind and spirit, which is what Soviet Communism seek: 
It is trying to break them, just as it breaks the individual defen- 
dants who figure in its purge and spy trials, 

We can picture these haggard persons; for example, Cardinal 
Mindszenty and Robert A. Vogeler in Hungary; the Protestant pas- 
tors and Michael T. Shipkov in Bulgaria. We see what can happen 
to minds and spirits when individuals are cut off from all normal 
contacts, terrorized and exposed to the insistent repetition of false- 
hood. As Shipkov said, the purpose and the result is “to break you 
down completely and deprive you of any will power or private 
thought or self-esteem.” That is what Soviet Communism is try- 
ing to do to the captive peoples, en masse. 
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DULLES conrimueo 


We live in dread of mass destruction. We should not be concerned 
only about the mass destruction of bodies. We should equally be 
concerned about the mass destructions of minds and spirits. 

If the United States is to carry any ideas, any information, any 
message of good hope, to the subject peoples, it will be necessary 
to develop specific techniques—as specific and effective as those of 
Soviet Communism. 

We are just beginning to wake up to the need. We have the Voice 
of America. It has, after a fumbling start, begun to have some influ- 
ence behind the Iron Curtain—enough to demonstrate the enor- 
mous possibilities that exist in getting facts and ideas to people who 
will otherwise be beaten into a pliant mass by the incessant repeti- 
tion of Communist propaganda. A new relay station near Salonika, 
Greece, opened in March 1950, will extend the possibilities of com- 
munication. That is a good development. 

In many of our labor unions patriotic leaders have done a mag- 
nificent job in eradicating Communist elements. They have joined 
with trade unionists abroad to create the International Confedera- 
tion of Free Trade Unions and have thus provided an alternative 
and a challenge to the Communist-dominated World Federation 
of Trade Unions (WFTU). 

There is a private organization called the National Committee 
for Free Europe. It was formed in June 1949, with the “hearty 
endorsement” of the State Department, to give aid and asylum to 
leading political exiles from Central Europe. In order to help them 
maintain contact with their friends at home and keep the flame of 
freedom burning in the hearts of their compatriots, it is establish- 
ing its own broadcasting facilities, “Radio Free Europe.” 

This organization has been violently denounced by Communist 
press and radio. They call it “Project X”’ and attribute it to a plea 
which I made in a speech in May 1948. I hope that the organization 
will quickly become as formidable, though not as wicked, as Com- 
munist.propaganda portray: 

The planning of such activities ought to be centered in a high- 
ranking authority. The military have this in their Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. Our government’s economic assistance program is under an 
administrator (Paul Hoffman) of Cabinet rank. It is just as impor- 
tant to give high authority and strategic direction to the efforts 
to frustrate the fraudulent propaganda by which Soviet Commu- 
nism softens up its intended victim, and the terrorism and false 
propaganda by which it consolidates its hold. 

Some may suggest that, if we took even a moral offensive in the 
“cold war,” we should precipitate a shooting war. I believe, on the 

hat peace depends upon the growing internal difficulties 
of Soviet Communism and bility to consolidate its present 
and prospective areas of conquest. 

In Moscow in 1947 I met all but two of the members of the Polit- 
buro at a dinner given by Marshal Stalin at the Kremlin. As I sat 
and looked upon their faces, I got an impression of tremendous 
trolled power. They showed the toughness of men who had lived 
dangerously, and who had survived because, so far, they had killed 
before being killed. They showed the fanaticism of men who sense 
that they have a new formula which identifies the general welfare 
of the world with their own despotic power. They showed a sense 
of unhurriedness which goes with belief that their task is not one 
of a year, not one of their own lifetime, but, as Stalin put it, one 
of “an entire historical era,” and that “tactics of retreat” are as 
important as “tactics of advance.” 

All that is very formidable. But the despotism of Soviet Com- 
munism has great weaknesses, such as always go with despotisms. 
Two observable weaknesses are the underlying distrust and sus- 
picion within the top leadership, and the lack of mobility which 
comes when there is little delegation of authority. These are major 
weaknesses; but they are weaknesses that are fatal only under pres- 
sure. If there isno pressure, purges can occur, organizational wounds 
can be healed at leisure, and the despotism can go on. 

Under the pressure of faith and hope and peaceful works, the 
rigid, top-heavy and overextended structure of Communist rule 
could readily come into a state of collapse. 


The spiritual need 


NE thing comes before applying the pressure of faith and con- 
fidence: their possession. No attack—military, political or moral 
—can be launched and fought with doubt and vacillation. Before 
others can fully believe in us, we must believe in ourselves. 
Something has gone wrong with our nation, or we should not 
be in our present plight and mood. It is not like us to be on the 
defensive and to be fearful. That is new in our history. 
The trouble is not material. We are establishing an all-time world 
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record in the production of material things. What we lack is a right- 
eous and dynamic faith. Without it, all else avails us little. The lack 
cannot be compensated for by politicians, however able; or by dip- 
lomats, however astute; or by scientists, however inventive; or by 
bombs, however powerful. 

Once a people comes to feel dependent on material things, unfor- 
tunate consequences are inevitable. At home, our institutions do 
not attract the spiritual loyalties needed for their defense. There 
is confusion in men’s mindsanda corrosion of their souls. Thatmakes 
our nation vulnerable to such hostile penetration as is illustrated 
by the spy activities so far revealed. No FBI, however efficient, 
can protect us under those circumstances. 

Abroad, our foreign policies can be implemented only by money 
and goods. These are limited; and because they are limited our pol- 
icies are limited. Limited policies inevitably are defensive policies, 
and defensive policies inevitably are losing policies. 

However rich we are, security cannot be bought at any money 
price. Five billions, or 50 billions, is not enough. Security and peace 
are not purchasable commodities. The Roman emperors in their 
declining days tried to buy peace, and the effort only whetted the 
appetites of those who sought to destroy them. 

We can talk eloquently about liberty and freedom, and about 
human rights and fundamental freedoms, and about the dignity 
and worth of the human personality; but most of our vocabulary 
derives from a period when our own society was individualistic. 
Consequently, it has little meaning to those who live under condi- 
tions where individualism means premature death. 

Also, we can talk eloquently about the material successes we have 
achieved, about the marvels of mass production and about the num- 
ber of automobiles, radios and telephones owned by our people. 
That materialistic emphasis makes some feel that we are spiritually 
bankrupt. It makes others envious and more disposed to accept 
Communist glorification of “mass” effort to “develop the material 
life of society.” 

We are in a dilemma, and it is a grave dilemma. 

Our greatest need is to regain confidence in our spiritual heritage. 
Religious belief in the moral nature and possibilities of man is, and 
must be, relevant to every kind of society, throughout the ages past 
and those to come. It is relevant to the complex conditions of modern 
society. We need to see that, if we are to combat successfully the 
methods and practices of a materialistic belief. There is no use 
having more and louder Voices of America unless we have some- 
thing to say that is more persuasive than anything yet said. 

‘There may come a time in the life of a people when their work of 
creation ends. That hour has not struck for us. We are still vital and 
capable of great endeavor. Our youth are spirited, not soft or fearful. 
Our religious heritage and our national tradition are not forgotten. 

If our efforts are still inadequate, it is because we have not seen 
clearly the challenge and its nature. As that is more clearly revealed, 
we shall surely respond. And as we act under the guidance of a right- 
eous faith, that faith will grow until it brings us into the worldwide 
fellowship of all men everywhere who are embarked on the great ad- 
venture of building peacefully a world of human liberty and justice.

He stoops to no trivial gossip, no malice toward his adversaries, no 
padded platitudes. The simple honesty of his narrative goes far to 
explain his popularity as a world character. 

The Duke of Windsor did not produce this autobiography just for 
gain or glory. He had a deeper, more important purpose behind the 
two laborious years he spent dredging his memory. He knew that he 
and he alone could give the definitive account of that shattering his- 
torical drama which reached a climax with his abdication on Dec.

GOVERNOR IN CHIEF’S WIFE CUTS BUSY SWATH IN JAMAICA 


Nothing like Lady Molly Huggins ever happened be- 
fore to Jamaica—or possibly to any other British colony. 
‘As the wife of Jamaica’s Governor in Chief Sir John Hug- 
gins, she would traditionally be expected to limit her duties 
to the pouring of tea or the laying of cornerstones. Instead, 
43-year-old Lady Huggins steams about the island engag- 
ing in good works with a zeal that recalls Eleanor Roose- 
velt’s most active days, One afternoon she will turn up in 
a school to inspect lunch facilities. The next morning she 
will be scurrying away from Montego Bay to set up a soup 
kitchen in a nearby slum area. As founder and president 
of the 28,000-member Jamaica Federation of Women she 
visits village markets, climbs onto tables and harangues 
her audiences on the importance of learning how to take 
better care of their children and homes. Although Lady 
Huggins’ activities during her husband's six-year term 


could not be expected to effect any basic cure of Jamaica’s 
deep-seated ills, she has dramatically called attention to 
the need for doing something about them. 

Lady Huggins was born Molly Green in Singapore. She 
went to school in England, returned to Malaya where she 
married John Huggins, a civil servant who was knighted 
in 1943. That year, after serving in Trinidad and Washing- 
ton, the Huggins’ came to Jamaica. There, in addition 
to everything else, Lady Huggins presides over King’s 
House, the official residence in Kingston, looks after her 
three daughters, shoots golf in the low 80s and plays such 
good tennis that in 1947, paired with a friend, she won the 
ladies’ doubles championship of Jamaica. This summer 
Sir John may retire from government service, and Lady 
Huggins is looking for ways to keep busy. Right now she 
is thinking of standing as a Conservative for Parliament.
